Constantinople.—I_ am Informed 
that the long and difficult negotia- 
tlons between, the Turkish Minister 
of Finance and ‘the representatives 
of the Anatolian Railway have at 


‘fast resutted In ‘the discovery of a 


basis for the acquisition of the rail- 
way by the Turks. 

-The' information received from 
Angora regarding the terms of the 
so-called purchase is as yet very 
vague, and {t Is, therefore, impossi- 
ble to form anything more than an 
idea as to the arrangement ie 
at. 

It {fs stated that the ‘Turkish 
Government has arranged to pur- 
chase the bonds and shares deposited |, 
with the Banque des Chemins de Fer 
Orientaux ‘at Zurich, which, it is 
sald, give the Government a con- 
trolling interest. “The newly found 
basis also makes provision for the 
future payment of interest both on 
the bonds and shares in Swiss 
francs, in the proportion of 50 per 
cent. at the’ rate of 4% per cent. 
In other words, this means that the 
Interest henceforh payable will real- 
ly be at the rate of only 2% per 
cent. 

The arrears of interest on the 
coupons will be pald off in twenty- 
five annuities, commencing a3 from 
1983, But here. also the 50. per 
This means 
that the holders, even if the Turkish 
Government fulfils Its promises, will 
merely get half of what is owing to 
them, and will have to wait thirty 
yeara before being paid off.

The Ottoman Railway of Anatolia, 
the Haidar Pasha Port Co., and the 
Messina, Tarsus, and Adana Rail- 
way were dispossessed of their 
properties at the. Armistice, and 
negotiations have been, proceeding 
for come ¢imo with the Turkish 
Government with a view to their 
restitution to the “companies, or 
alternatively to a settlement of the 
terms of purchase by the Turkish 
Governmert. . 

The dirst-named company was 
formed in 1889 to acquire a ‘Vine of 
railway from’ Haidar Pasha to 
Iamidt,: a distance of 5714 miles, 
and to aad thie line to Angora, 
a further distance. of 302 miles.

Father's ‘Failure 


Shaw was born in Dublin on 
July 26, 1856. He was one of a 
large family, the head of which 
was & man whose means were 
scanty to thé point of hardship. 
His father, George Carr Shaw, an 
ex-Civil Servant, capitalised his 
pension, and purchased a _flour- 
milling business. The venture 
turned out a complete failure and 
he lost every: penny of his ,life 
savings, Broken and disheartened 
Carr Shaw died a few months 
after this misfortune. His wife, 
however, was not 0 ensily dis- 
heartened. With great determina- 
tion she fought for recognition In 
the: musical and literary circles of 
Dublin ‘and soén attained a good 
position, .She was a rare woman. 
Her spirit was ‘ndependent, her 
mind cultivated, her manner gentle 
and refined, and she was endow- 
ed with « keen sense of humour.
